To justify such 
expensive equipment and help repay 
the cost, he said he hopes to make 
it available for public use for a 
reasonable fee. 

They also plan to contribute 
funds toward a new scoreboard and 
fence for the baseball ficld, he said. 
High school shop classes have 
already begun to build the 
framework for the fence, which will 
be portable so the field can be used 
for other sports besides bascball. 

In her search for the right 
material in the right color for the 
banners, Ms. Mattson, a skydiver, 
discovered that parachute packing 
material was perfect for the 
background. Business people may 
hang them in their windows to 
show their support for the high 
school athletes. They will also 
make attractive keepsake wall 
hangings for students. Ms. Mattson 
plans to make a large one to hang 
in the high school gym.
